The tine old castle, the cathedral, the
Governor's konak, the prigon, the mosques, and
I beheve, all the consular residenoes, more or
less yielded to the violeoee of the shock, aud are
for the most part mere heaps of ruing,.  1The
very solidity with which the town was buvlt has
aggravated the disastrous elfects of the calnmity
8 bundredfold, both as regards the loss of and
destruotion of property. The most oomolets
ruin has tallen upon the lower part of toe town,
where the earth Literally opened and swallowed
& brond belt of building right up from the sea
to the slope inland, At this point a perms
nent subsidence of the grouud hus taken place,
and the sea has accordiugly encroached far into
what on Thursduy afterncon was one ol the
busiest parts of Mytelene, Io fact, to sum up
the disuster, moré than half of our beautuul
town—the prettiest and most lively perhaps of
all the Levant—is a desert of rulns, Tne worst
art ol the calamity is, of vourse, the loxs of
ife. As yot we cun only guess at the exreat of
this: but it 1 thoughe thut from 800 to 1000
have perished, while ss many more have been
maimed and woupded o every way., Up till
1o-day 120 bodies have, I hear, been dog ot
of the safer runivs; but hew many may be
buried under others which are too dangerous to
be approached can only be surmised. Such of
the houses as are siill standing have all been
abandoned, and the whole surviving population
is now seattercd over tue hillsides and amoug
the gardens outside the town—a few ol thew
nnder such coyers as they have breen able to
mmprovise, and the rest bivouacking without
sheiter ol uny kind, Any atlempt o deseribe
the seene wonld be useless. Heart-rending griet,
panie, and confusion meet the eye on every gide,
Already the want of provislons i= aggravating
the distress, and only & speedy supply from
Smyrns or the capital can avert great addi-
tional loss of life. One of the Austrian Lioyd's
steamers, and & French gouboat irom Smyros,
have landed a quantity ot biscult and some
other stores, but 1o all oot perbaps mwore tuan
% day's food for the place. It 1s earnesily to
be hoped thar the Porte will at once send
down tents, biscuits, and whatever other stares
ean be quickest got 1ogether, But not the town
of Mytelene anlone has suilerea from this great
calamity; it has scatiered roin apd dealn
throughout the whole northern part of tue
islaud, Hardly a village has eseapeld, and not
merely property, but hile has been oestroyed in
nearly the whole, Molivo has been all but
entirely demolisbed, and seversl honareds of
{1s six or seven thousand inhabitants have, it is
sald, perished In the ruins, It is, la fact, wo
exaggeration to HI?; that hull the 1sland has
been laid waste, with a sacrifice of human life
thut may be reckoned by thousands, No such
disaster has ever befullen Mytelene,

The Bub-Treasury—Ninety Tous of Coln !
in Safe.

The vaults of the United States Sub-Troasury
are said to exceed In size those of the Bank of
England. The strong and barglar-proo! munner
in which they have been constructed excites the
admiration of all beholders, There are two of
these immense vaults,fone ou exch eorner of the
Piue street end ol the rotunda, Toe rooms are,
perbaps, twenty feet long by fitteen feet wide,
and teo or twelve feet high. They contain no
windows, There Is but one deor opening into
each, und no gas-lights are kept burning insiwde,

The internal appesrance ol these vauits bas a |
glriking resemblance 1o & fashionabie tomb in |

Greenwood Cemetery, rows of cas2s beng
arrapged arovnu the sides of the yoom, sacl
nbout two fect square, with iroo doors attuched,
There iz one door tor each oase, and when the
apartment bus been tlied with bags ot gold or
bundle: ol greenbacks, the doors are clo-ed.
Bach ease will contain ball' a million ot dollare,

ut up io bags of tive thousand dollars edch.,
elhcn 6 case 15 thos filled the door s clused,
and a seal is affixed inthe prescnce ol the Naval
Officer and the Burvesor of the Port. It tukes
one hundred pugs to hold balf a million ol dol-
Jars. In the nrst vault entered there were
geventy-two compnrtments arranged round the
room, which formed & tier somewhat bigher
than # man's bead,

Running over the top of these was a baleony
with an iron railing in front. There wes piled
up in this balcony, in one heap, six millions of
dollars in five aud ten dollur bills, ove-half
million of dollurs in internal revenue stamps,
fifty thoussud dollars in iraclionsl curreney,
put i large paper boxes, and five ana one-hall
millions m United States bonds,

The tioor ol the vault rests on thirty feet of
golid masoury, from the ground up, Un the
1op of this granite there are two 1eet ot wrone bt
fron, and between the iron plates a space Ollod
up with vullets. It a rogue shoolo succeed 1
boriug through the eranite and fron, the mos
ment bis doll touvched a bollet, that would
gommanoe to revolve, and Ly the time hoe hod

pétrated it, another ball would drop in its
E]ﬁut-: in thas way e would soon find thay ne

ad an endless job beiore him, and the attempt
to get into the vault would huve to be abup-
doned,

The sides and Lop of the room are composed
ol eight 1eet of granite and vwo of fron, sr
rapced in the =saume manoer as for the foor,
This esle, a= 1L 18 eulled, wns invented by My,
Isaiab Rogers, Mr, Rogers once remarked that
il the people at (he Tressury buildivg should
hapren toget locked out ol the safe, it would
tuke him & mouth to break Iuto it. A night
walchman is kept to look after these sirong
boxes, but they nre considerea perfecily safe
without him,

There are fonr doors Lo be opened, one after
the other, belore we can enter tpesafe. Kach
ope of these doors weighs two tons, and con-
tains locks of diflerent patterns, A lever §s so
artanged thal after the doors are elosed, four
lurge iron bolts are thrown across the Hoor-way,
resting i sockets, which have bee¢n mude in o
pillar of wroucht \ron. M 8 thief ghould sue-
ceed jn entting the binges of one of these doors,
usually conuldered to be the most valnerable
poiot, the door would wnot drop gown from its
place, and nothing would be gsined. Like the
dencon's celebrated one-horse shay, these doors
